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Sir: 



Applicants respectfully traverse the Restriction Requirement of January 2, 2002. In 
the Restriction Requirement, the Office divides the claims into two Groups with Group I 
including claims "drawn to a liquid crystal device with a particular electrode structure" and 
Group II drawn to a "liquid crystal device with particular contact structure." In reviewing 
the 22 pending claims, Applicants note that none of them includes a recitations to either an 
"electrode structure" or "contact structure." In fact, the specification does not specifically 
specify identify either an "electrode structure" or a "contact structure." Accordingly, it 
appears that the Restriction Requirement may have issued inadvertently. In light thereof. 
Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the Restriction Requirement. 

It is noted that generally it is required that Applicants elect one set of claims, 
whether or not they traverse the requirement. In this instance, claims cannot be divided 
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along the lines identified between Group I and II, and subsequently elect all pending claims 
1-22 for examination at this time.
